In polio-stricken Steuben and 
Chemung counties, N. Y., 34,901 
youngsters received gamma globu­ 
lin injections yesterday and S at­ 
urday at emergency clinics. About 
2,000 volunteers from the’ Red 
Cross, the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis and civil 
organizatons aided medical per­ 
sonnel 
in

gamma globulin. There have been 
59 victims, including five fatal­ 
ities, in the current outbreak in 
the two-county area.

the injections and 1,000 who did 
not. The tests are planned to de­ 
termine whether gamma globulin 
interferes with the body’s normal 
ability to manufacture anti-bodies 
to resist polio. 
Officials Arc Hopeful 
U. S. Public Health Service offi­ 
cials in Washington said they still 
have some hope for a slackening 
off of the polio incidence in the 
nation despite the fact that total 
cases are running ahead of the 
same time last year, the worst 
polio year on record with 58,000 
cases reported. 
The trend in recent weeks, the 
officials said, has been “very close 
to or below” the weekly figures of 
last year, while early this year 
the figures were running much 
higher than those of 1952. 
The officials repeated the warn- 
ning that gamma globulin cannot 
have a widespread marked effect 
this year because it is so scarce. 
It can only provide “protection 
for one out of 1,000,” they said.

It o nly dela y s 
a nd po stpo nes a nd the big decisio ns a rc 
wo rked o ut elsewhere. 
So me see a s a ho peful sig n the fa ct tha t 
wa rring na tio ns a re try ing so ha rd to keep 
their fig hts in the ba ck y a rd, so to spea k; to 
keep the thing co nfined to a fist fig ht instea d 
o f rea ching ba ck in the tra sh pile fo r a brick 
o r a bro ken bo ttle. 
But ev en this ho lding ba ck o n the big 
wea po ns ha s its ba d effect. The g rea test fea r 
tha t ev er g ripped the wo rld is due a lmo st 
a s much to wha t we do n’t kno w a s wha t we 
do . The drea d o f the unkno wn destructiv e- 
tiess o f the A-bo mb a nd the H-bo mb is 
heig htened by the v ery secrecy tha t sur­ 
ro unds them. 
Just a s a lo t o f Ted Willia mses a re co n­ 
fused a nd upset a nd therefo re a ng ry beca use 
they do n’t reco g nize the Ko rea n wa r fo r 
wha t it is, so a re o ther peo ple a ffected by 
the o mino us secrecy surro unding the big 
bo mbs a nd wha t they will do . 
Ma y be it mig ht be a g o o d idea to lift the 
hush-hush curta in a little hit. Let us kno w 
so me o f the wo rst—bo th in the na ture o f 
o ur o wn la test wea po ns a nd wha t they will 
do , a nd a n o fficia l estima te o f wha t Russia 
ha s a nd wha t we co uld ex pect in ev ent o f a n 
a tta ck fro m her. Tha t’s been a dv o ca ted ev en 
by so me members o f the Ato mic Energ y 
Co mmissio n. 
It’s a lo t ea sier to liv e with a fea r who se 
ex a ct ca use a nd ba sis y o u kno w tha n it is 
with o ne shro uded in my stery a nd mena ce. 


THE NATURE OF REVOLUTION 
Tne uprising in E ast Germany is a normal re­ 
action to the pressures of a conqueror whose im­ 
perial ex pansion requires the ex ploitation of sub­ 
ject peoples. Revolution is the only sure road 10 
liberation from an oppressor. 
But revolutions rarely occur until the hand of 
the oppressor is felt to lighten. Only then will an 
underground revolutionary movement assert itself. 
Three facts appeared in the East German upris­ 
ing. 
1. The Russian police state is apparently no 
longer capable of anticipating every popular move­ 
ment in its vast realm of 8 00,000,000 persons; its 
secret police and its m ilitary espionage sy stem are 
inadequate because of the vastness of area to be 
controlled and the varieties of peoples held in sub­ 
jection, 
2. Underground anti-Russian movements are 
large, well-organized and controlled by revolution­ 
ary discipline. No revolution is spontaneous; the 
force must be organized and disciplined. There may 
be the appearance of an outburst of sentiment, but 
it takes long to bring an uprising to the surface 
and if it is effective even for a m om ent„it is usual 
for the revolutionists to have allies within the 
government; 
3. The popular climate must be receptive. Sun 
Yet-sei. in China tried to create conditions favor­ 
able to revolution nearly a dozen times before he 
unseated the Manchus. The Bolsheviks who even­ 
tually conquered Russia in 19 17 were active in 
revolutionary movements as far back as 19 03. They 
and other Russian parties tried in 19 05 and failed. 
They tried in July 19 17 and failed. In October, 
they succeeded because the popular climate was 
suitable. 
If a revolutionary force is sufficiently strong, 
its challenge to the people correctly stated accord­ 
ing to the circumstances of their life, and if the 
popular climate is receptive to revolution, sup­ 
pression will only stimulate renewed activity , the 
volunteer revolutionist becoming professional and 
building supporting cadres inside the government 
and among kindred peoples. 
Tht Russians have been seeking a peace with­ 
out sacrificing Stalin’s gains, and because of Wins­ 
ton Churchill’s incapacity to understand the Rus- 
sions, 
the 
United 
States 
has been 
appeasing 
Malenkov at the wrong time on the Korean ques­ 
tion. The reason Malenkov must have peace is be­ 
cause the transition from Stalin to the Malenkov- 
Beria-Molotov Triumvirate has weakened the con­ 
trols of empire. The uprising in East Germany and 
the risky defiance of the United States by Sy ng- 
man Rhee of Korea prove that. These forces are 
more sensitive to the Mongol-Slav Empire than 
either the United States or Great Britain. 
The British are particularly insensitive to revo­ 
lution. They never understood the revolutionary 
forces that Sun Yat-sen and his successor, Chiang 
Kai-shek, produced in China until a series of eco­ 
nomic boy cotts forced the British to their knees. 
They never understood Gandhi and his revolution­ 
ary tactics of non-violence until they lost India. 
They never understood the Bolsheviks in 19 17 and 
play ed with all sorts of queer movements in that 
countiy until Lenin and Trotzky had mastered the 
land and threw all foreigners, including the British, 
out of it. They failed to grasp the force of the 
nationalistic revolution of H itler in Germany until 
they faced him in World W ar II. They failed to 
grasp the nature of the Yugoslav revolution under 
Mikhailovitch and fell prey to Tito. 
Therefore, in the appraisal of revolutions, no 
Englishman should be our guide. Surely , Winston 
Churchill never understood Russia or China. Had 
he understood those countries, he would not nave 
signed the Teheran and Yalta agreements nor 
woula he believe today that he will ever make 
headway with Mao Tze-tung. 
Revolutionary •'forces, once let loose, can only 
be obliterated by the government capturing the 
revolution. This sounds paradox ical, since what we 
witness is that the revolutionists take over the 
government. Napoleon, the Corsican, actually was 
taken over by France and the permanent traditions 
of the French people. Thus, the French Revolution 
was liquidated by the absorption of the revolution­ 
ists by the French governmental bureaucracy led 
by Talley rand. 
Similarly , by the time the Russian Revolution 
produced the “Czar” Stalin, the traditions of Ivan 
the Terrible, Peter the Great, and Catherine the 
Great, reasserted themselves and what started as 
a people’s rebellion became an imperialistic bu­ 
reaucracy , modelled upon the most autocratic of 
czars and moving to warm w ater even as the 
Romanovs did. 
As Russia is our enemy , the policy of the United 
States ought to be to take advantage of revolu­ 
tions ir. Europe to defeat Russia without war. In­ 
stead, we are appeasing Malenkov in Korea.

To da y a 
bo x er’s ha nds a re pa dded with g lo v es, no 
fig ht la sts lo ng er tha n fifteen ro unds. Bo x ­ 
ing co mmissio ns a re set up in ev ery sta te 
to see tha t rules o f fa ir pla y a nd spo rtsma n­ 
ship a re o bserv ed.

WHAT IS NUTRITION? 
Many of us may be inclined to laugh at the 
food faddist as he eats oniy certain foods at regu­ 
lar hours, making sure of his three main foodstuffs 
(1) proteins—meat, eggs, fish (2) carbohy drates— 
potatoes, bread, sugar, (3) fats—butter, cream, 
egg y olks,, and of his liquids, minerals and vita­ 
mins. Yet food—nutrition—is the most im portant 
m atter in life from birth on. 
W hat is nutrition? 
An editorial in the Journal of Clinical (Prac­ 
tical) Nutrition, Allentown, Pa., states that the 
very functions of life are completely dependent on 
energy which, in turn, is derived from the com­ 
bustion or burning of foodstuffs in the body . 
“Growth and the increasing processes of re­ 
pair, it declares, “depend upon the utilization of 
protein and protein products. The life of the indi­ 
vidual cell is dependent on ox y gen and w ater; but 
it is the 
iron—porphorin—protein, hemoglobin, 
which carries the ox y gen to the cell and it is the 
ultim ate or final breakdown of carbohy drates and 
inter-related nutrients which, with the fluids we 
drink, supply the water. Enzy mes (digestants) and 
\itam ins are the two sides of a coin; minerals 
come from the earth and from flesh to reach every 
cell.” 
It is pointed out that nutrition is a large and 
vital part of all the medical sciences. It is the cause 
and effect; it has no beginning and no end. “W ith­ 
out nutrition, there is disease, starvation, and 
death. 
With 
improper amounts or unbalanced 
combinations of nutrients (foodstuffs), there are 
violent disturbances in every part of the body .” 
The editorial then points out how much the 
various branches of medicine depend upon proper 
nutrition to maintain health and prevent infection 
in all diseases and deficiencies of the human body . 
The obstetrician is concerned with the unborn 
child; the pediatrician (child specialist) is con­ 
cerned with normal growth and' development of 
the child because proper nutrition is its corner­ 
stone; the internist or medical practitioner, is con­ 
cerned with the proper food in various diseases— 
diabetes, obesity , leanness, anemia, nephritis; the 
surgeon is concerned with building up the patient 
before operation when there is no emergency ; the 
geriatrician is concerned with the care of the 
elderly not only in preventing and curing disease 
but also in keeping them healthy and happy by 
nourishing 
foods 
which 
prevent 
constipation. 
While geriatrics is a new science, its progress has 
been most rapid. 
“W hat is nutrition? It is the cornerstone of pre­ 
ventive medicine, 
the handmaiden of curative 
medicine, and the responsibility of every phy sician.”

story that has in it factual evi- • 
dence that has not been printed 
before so in the interest of justice 
to a man who last week lost his 
job in the government without a 
hearing it ought to be told.

tex t of two sentences which should 
have been included in every new’s j 
dispatch w ritten from Washing-! 
ton last week purporting to des­ 
cribe the controversy concerning

ganda campaigns in America. But, 
the tex t of these tw’o sentences 
were generally omitted. They read 
thus: 
“It hardly needs to be said that 
the vast majority of American 
Protestant clergy men are loy al to

country , as well as loy al to their 
solemn trust as ministers of the 
Gospel. 
In a sense, this over­ 
whelming majority is embarrassed 
by the participation of the minor­ 
ity in the activities of the most 
sinister conspiracy in the history 
of the world.” 
The foregoing declaration was 
made by J. B. M atthews—form­ 
erly a Protestant clergy man and 
missionary —prior to the time he 
was employ ed as a staff investi­ 
gator by the Senate Committee on 
Governmental Operations headed 
by Senator McCarthy of Wiscon­ 
sin. It was published in the "Amer­ 
ican Mercury ” magazine which ap­ 
peared on the newsstands the mid­ 
dle of last month. It was available 
to the press and to the White 
House and to Congress and to the 
three prominent ministers who 
last week telegraphed to President 
Eisenhower about the m atter. But 
on what did ^hey focus their a t­ 
tention? They concentrated on the 
following sentence in the M at­ 
thews article: 
“The largest single group sup­ 
porting the Communist apparatus 
in the United States today is com­ 
posed of Protestant clergy men.” 
A few sentences further down in 
the same article as published, Mr. 
Matthews wTote thkt during the 
last seventeen y ears, the Com­ 
munist party “has enlisted the 
support of at least 7 ,000 Protes­ 
tant clergy men in the same cate­ 
gories—party 
members, 
fellow 
travellers, espionage agents, party 
line 
adherents, 
and

Now, according to the latest 
1 available church statistics, there

250,000

; dained clergy men in the United 


j States in Protestant faiths. So 
i 7 ,000 would be less than three 
per cent. Mr. Matthews regret- 
I tably didn’t say how many were 
| “unwitting dupes” and how many 
I were in the other categories. But 
any way , less than three per cent 
I of the total number of Protestant 
| clergy men in America is a rela­ 
tively small group. It is important 
to note these figures because of 
the nation-wide notoriety given to 
the 
Matthews 
article 
and 
the 
wrong 
inferences 
that 
can 
be 
drawn from the ex change of tele­ 
grams between the three promi­ 
nent ministers and the President. 
In a telegram from these three 
ministers 
of 
different 
faiths— 
Protestant, Catholic, and Jewish— 
to the President is the following 
sentence: 
"The sweeping attack on the 
loy alty of Protestant clergy men 
and the charge that they are the 
largest single group supporting 
the Communist apparatus is un­ 
justified and deplorable.”

justified and deplorable if th at 
charge actually had been made by 
Mr. Matthews, but any body com­ 
paring the above with the ex act 
language of the magazine article 
will ¿ee at once that he was refer­ 
ring to minority and th at what he 
wrote u as given a distorted mean­ 
ing probably because of bad re­ 
porting in the press last week. He 
didn’t 
attack 
the 
“loy alty 
of 
Protestant clergy men,” but point­ 
ed to minority , who, by their ac­ 
tivities, had been supporting Com­ 
munist-inspired 
propaganda 
in 
America. "Loy alty ” to this country 
is not flecessarily abandoned by 
those who “support” Communist 
propaganda. The distinction has 
been made, many times in contro­ 
versial cases. 
President 
Eisenhower,

“Generalized *and irresponsible 
attacks that sweepingly condemn 
the whole of any group of citizens 
are alien to America.

their professed purpose be—con­ 
demn such a vast portion of the 
churches or the clergy as to 
create doubt in the loy alty of all, 
the damage to our nation is mul­ 
tiplied.” 
But would any fair-minded per­ 
son say that an attack on less 
than three per cent of the mem­ 
bers of one sectarian group is the 
same as attacks that “sweepingly 
condemn the whole of any group?” 
Or can it even lie said that such 
an attack is leveled at “a vast 
portion of the churches or the 
clergy ?” 
It is conceded that the Commu­ 
nists have tried to enlist the sup­ 
port of the American clergy espe­ 
cially in some of their “phoney ” 
peace moves in 1951 designed to 
create public sentiment adverse 
to our rearm am ent program. A 
committee of the House of Repre­ 
sentatives on April 1, 19 51, listed 
in a public report the names of

FEAR OF NEW WEAPONS 
Ted Williams, the baseball star turned jet 
pilot, recently lined up his sights on United 
States war policy in Korea and let go a blast 
to the effect we aren’t really trying out there. 
In a way Williams is right. What’s un­ 
usual is that a person can makes news with 
such a statement. 
The Korean war is now going into its 
fourth year and it should have become pretty 
evident to everyone that while it is a kill­ 
ing, maiming war in the 
deadliest sense, it 
is not an all-out war. 
The nations involved just are not putting 
everything they’ve got into it, either in man­ 
power ’or weapons. And the key to the situ­ 
ation is in the weapons we are withholding. 
Science, in this golden age of science, has 
suddenly provided us with so many awesome 
weapons that the world still hasn’t figured 
out a way to fit them into the old framework 
of war. The result is half-war of the type 
now going on in Korea. 
This kind of conflict is a direct result of 
the fear of science’s new weapons which now 
grips the world. Nobody in his right mind 
wants to see the struggle there develop into 
another world war, with both sides throw­ 
ing A-bombs, H-bombs, and all the rest. 
So we have with us a new kind of limited 
war which is actually a sort of fierce exten­ 
sion of the diplomat’s brief case, and which 
really decides little or nothing. It only delays 
and postpones and the big decisions are 
worked out elsewhere. 
Some see as a hopeful sign the fact that 
warring nations are trying so hard to keep 
their fights in the back yard, so to speak; to 
keep the thing confined to a fist fight instead 
of reaching back in the trash pile for a brick 
or a broken bottle. 
But even this holding back on the big 
weapons has its bad effect. The greatest fear 
that ever gripped the world is due almost 
as much to what we don’t know as what we 
do. The dread of the unknown destructive­ 
ness of the A-bomb and the H-bomb is 
heightened by the very secrecy that sur­ 
rounds them. 
Just as a lot of Ted Williamses are con­ 
fused and upset and therefore angry because 
they don’t recognize the Korean war for 
what it is, so are other people affected by 
the ominous secrecy surrounding the big 
bombs and what they will do. 
Maybe it might be a good idea to lift the 
hush-hush curtain a little hit. Let us know 
some of the worst—both in the nature of 
our own latest weapons and what they will 
do, and an official estimate of what Russia 
has and what we could expect in event of an 
attack from her. That’s been advocated even 
by some members of the Atomic Energy 
Commission. 
It’s a lot easier to live with a fear whose 
exact cause and basis you know than it is 
with one shrouded in mystery and menace.

SULLIVAN AND KILRAIN 
There are only a few old-timers around 
who remember the sweltering July day in 
1889 when John L. Sullivan heat Jake Kil- 
rain in a 75 round bareknuckle boxing match 
for the world’s championship. The bout took 
place in Richburg, Mississippi and 820.000 
was at stake along with an ornate belt that 
symbolized the championship. 
That was a lusty era, indeed. John L. 
became a national figure and was welcomed 
by the wealthy and the politically powerful 
as a friend and equal. His boast that he 
could “lick any man in the world’’ held true 
until he met Jim-Corbett who outboxed him 
and won his championship. 
While there are many w ho see present day 
boxing as a brutal sport it has been made 
a great deal safer than it was then. Today a 
boxer’s hands are padded with gloves, no 
fight lasts longer than fifteen rounds. Box­ 
ing commissions are set up in every state 
to see that rules of fair play and sportsman­ 
ship are observed. Boxing in the days of the 
great John L. may have been more colorful 
but today’s is more scientific and civilized.

THE NATURE OF REVOLUTION 
The uprising in E ast Germ any is a norm al re ­ 
action to the pressures of a conqueror whose im­ 
perial expansion requires the exploitation of sub­ 
ject peoples. Revolution is the only sure road 10 
liberation from an oppressor. 
But revolutions rarely occur until the hand of 
the oppressor is felt to lighten. Only then will an 
underground revolutionary movement assert itself. 
Three facts appeared in the E ast Germ an upris­ 


ing-1. The Russian police state is apparently no 
longer capable of anticipating every popular move­ 
m ent in its vast realm of 800,000,000 persons; its 
secret police and its m ilitary espionage system are 
inadequate because of the vastness of area to be 
controlled and the varieties of peoples held in sub­ 
jection, 
2. Underground anti-Russian m ovements are 
large, well-organized and controlled by revolution­ 
ary discipline. No revolution is spontaneous; the 
force m ust be organized and disciplined. There may 
be the appearance of an outburst of sentim ent, but 
it takes long to bring an uprising to the surface 
and ii it is effective even for a m om ent,, it is usual 
for the revolutionists to have allies w ithin the 
governm ent; 
3. The popular clim ate m ust be receptive. Sun 
Yet-sen in China tried to create conditions favor­ 
able to revolution nearly a dozen times before he 
unseated the Manchus. The Bolsheviks who even­ 
tually conquered Russia in 1917 w ere active in 
revolutionary movements as far back as 1903. They 
and other Russian parties tried in 1905 and tailed. 
They tried in July 1917 and failed. In October, 
they succeeded because the popular clim ate was 
suitable. 
If a revolutionary force is sufficiently strong, 
its challenge to the people correctly stated accord­ 
ing to the circum stances of their life, and if the 
popular clim ate is receptive to revolution, sup­ 
pression will only stim ulate renewed activity, the 
volunteer revolutionist becoming professional and 
building supporting cadres inside the governm ent 
and among kindred peoples. 
The Russians have been seeking a peace w ith­ 
out sacrificing Stalin’s gains, and because of W ins­ 
ton Churchill’s incapacity to understand the Rus- 
sions, 
the 
United 
States 
has been 
appeasing 
M alenkov at the wrong time on the Korean ques­ 
tion. The reason Malenkov m ust have peace is be­ 
cause the transition from Stalin to the Malenkov- 
Beria-M olotov Trium virate has weakened the con­ 
trols of empire. The uprising in E ast Germ any and 
the risky defiance of the United S tates by Syng- 
m an Rhee of Korea prove that. These forces are 
more sensitive to the Mongol-Slav Em pire than 
either the United S tates or G reat Britain. 
The B ritish are particularly insensitive to revo­ 
lution. They never understood the revolutionary 
forces th at Sun Yat-sen and his successor, Chiang 
Kai-shek, produced in China until a series of eco­ 
nomic boycotts forced the British to their knees. 
They never understood Gandhi and his revolution­ 
ary tactics of non-violence until they lost India. 
They never understood the Bolsheviks in 1917 and 
played with all sorts of queer movements in th at 
country until Lenin and Trotzky had m astered the 
iand and threw all foreigners, including the British, 
out oí it. They failed to grasp the force of the 
nationalistic revolution of H itler in Germ any until 
they faced him in W orld W ar II. They failed to 
grasp the nature of the Yugoslav revolution under 
M ikhailovitch and fell prey to Tito. 
Therefore, in the appraisal of revolutions, no 
Englishman should be our guide. Surely, W inston 
Churchill never understood Russia or China. Had 
he understood those countries, he would not nave 
signed the Teheran and Yalta agreem ents nor 
would he believe today th at he will ever m ake 
headway w ith Mao Tze-tung. 
R evolutionary-forces, once let loose, can only 
be obliterated by the governm ent capturing the 
revolution. This sounds paradoxical, since w hat we 
w itness is th at the revolutionists take over the 
government. Napoleon, the Corsican, actually was 
taken over by France and the perm anent traditions 
of the French people. Thus, the French Revolution 
was liquidated by the absorption of the revolution­ 
ists b> the French governm ental bureaucracy led 
by Talleyrand. 
Similarly, by the time the Russian Revolution 
produced the “C zar” Stalin, the traditions of Ivan 
the Terrible, P eter the G reat, and C atherine the 
G reat, reasserted them selves and w hat started as 
a people’s rebellion became an im perialistic bu­ 
reaucracy, modelled upon the most autocratic of 
czars and moving to w arm w ater even as the 
Romanovs did. 
As Russia is our enemy, the policy of the United 
Stalee ought to be to take advantage of revolu­ 
tions ir. Europe to defeat Russia w ithout war. In ­ 
stead, we are appeasing Malenkov in Korea.

WHAT IS NUTRITION? 
Many of us m ay be inclined to laugh at the 
food faddist as he eats only certain foods at regu­ 
lar hours, m aking sure of his three m ain foodstuils 
(1) proteins—m eat, eggs, fish (2) carbohydrates— 
potatoes, bread, sugar, 
(3) fats—butter, cream, 
egg yolks,, and of his liquids, m inerals and vita­ 
mins. Yet food—nutrition—is the most im portant 
m atter in life from birth on. 
W hat is nutrition? 
An editorial in the Journal of Clinical (P rac­ 
tical) N utrition, Allentown, Pa., states th at the 
very functions of life are completely dependent on 
energy which, in turn, is derived front the com­ 
bustion or burning of foodstuils in the body. 
“G row th and the increasing processes of re­ 
pair, it declares, “depend upon the utilization of 
protein and protein products. The life of the indi­ 
vidual cell is dependent on oxygen and w ater; but 
it 
is 
the 
iron—porphorin—protein, 
hemoglobin, 
which carries the oxygen to the cell and it is the 
ultim ate or final breakdown of carbohydrates and 
inter-related nutrients which, w ith the fluids we 
drink, supply the w ater. Enzymes (digestants) and 
vitam ins are the two sides of a coin; m inerals 
come from the earth and from flesh to reach every 
cell.” 
It is |X)inted out that nutrition is a large and 
vital part of all the m edical sciences. It is the cause 
and effect; it has no beginning and no end. “W ith­ 
out nutrition, there is disease, starvation, and 
death. 
W ith 
im proper 
am ounts 
or unbalanced 
combinations of nutrients (foodstuffs), there are 
violent disturbances in every p art of the body.” 
The editorial then points out how much the 
various branches of medicine depend upon proper 
nutrition to m aintain health and prevent infection 
in all diseases and deficiencies of the hum an body. 
The obstetrician is concerned w ith the unborn 
child; the pediatrician (child specialist) is con­ 
cerned w ith norm al grow th and development of 
the child because proper nutrition is its corner­ 
stone; the internist or medical practitioner, is con­ 
cerned with the proper food in various diseases— 
diabetes, obesity, leanness, anemia, nephritis; the 
surgeon is concerned w ith building up the patient 
before operation when there is no emergency; the 
geriatrician is concerned w ith the care of the 
elderly not only in preventing and curing disease 
but also in keeping them healthy and happy by 
nourishing 
foods 
which 
prevent 
constipation. 
While geriatrics is a new science, its progress has 
b£cn most rapid. 
“W hat is nutrition? It is the cornerstone of pre­ 
ventive 
medicine, 
the 
handm aiden 
of 
curative 
medicine, and the responsibility of every physician.”

Wash ington, July 13 iff*»—Cur­ 
tailm ent of free h ospitalization 
and medical treatm ent for veter­ 
ans wh ose ailments are not con­ 
nected with th eir m ilitary service 
was urged today by th e American 
Medical Association (AMA).
